The Early l i e of Petroleum. 
From a diary kept by one of the 
su rveyors it appears that the first u se 
of petroleu m as a remedy in this cou n­ 
try occu rred in the neighborhood of 
the head waters of the Allegheny, in 
the western part of New’ York, abou t 
the beginning of the nineteenth cen­ 
tu ry. 
As the oil flowed from a spring 
it accu mu lated on the su rface of shal­ 
low pools, and its medicinal properties 
were first recognized by the Indians in 
that section of the cou ntry. 
This oil, 
which was then known as "Seneca 
oil,” was collected and dried in the 
su n, au d iu addition to its medicinal 
u se it w’as also employed for mixing 
the w ar paint for the tribe.
